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that (luring the week ending the 5th of 
February, thirty; -four tons $ix hundreds of 
potatoes had been boiled within this In- 
stitution. A similar rise took place in ba- 
con, which had been sold the last week in 
January at 4^d. was now 7d. and 8d. per 
pound. Beef and mutton experienced a 
proportionate increase. Vegetables, from 
the deptb of the snow, could not be had : 
and here it may be worth while to remark, 
that rice boiled with a little water in an 
earthen vessel, immersed in a pot of boil- 
ing water, is an excellent substitute for 
vegetables, when dear, or not lo be pro- 
cuied— a little salt or butter, or both, 
may be added according to the taste of 
the housekeeper. The writer of this has 
it five days in the week at his table. 

Smithfield on Monday, Feb 7, exhibit- 
ed a greater show of black cattle and 
sheep than had been seen for many months 
before, the farmers speculating on getting a 
con4derabIe advance in price from the scar- 
city of the preceding week— in which they 
must have been much disappointed, from 
the quantity on sale, as well as from the 
blessed thaw and rapid dissolution of the 
snow, which put an end to all their airy 
dreams of wealth, to be acquired from the 
pressing wants of their fellow-creatures.
